Mine workers’ leaders profess to see signs that 
the Operators are “breaking up.” We think that 
is benk. We think the whole mining strike crisis 
is bank, a play staged at the public’s expense for 
the profit of operators and miners alike. 

Perhaps we are wrong, but it is our conviction 
that neither operators nor mine workers’ leaders 
are in any danger of “breaking up” until the 
breaking up is arranged. When the strike has got 
desired results in wiping out our coal reserves and 


owners, then peace will come on satisfactory 
terfis to the miners, and the curtain will ring 
down until the next performance. ,That is bringing 
capital and labor together with a vengeance. Only 
the rest of us who are capitalist or laboring have 
small reason to appleud the show. 

‘We are not very optimistic about legislative rem- 
edies for our recurrent coal troubles. But there are 
somé important economic measures which ought to 
be applied. They all may be comprehended in one 
word, water power. 

For example: Develop or encourage the devel-

=, by Making a present of it to one of the richest men 
a in the world, but either by public operation or prop- 
erly “safeguarded private operation. The Muscle

At the same time develop the water power of the 

Iilindis river. The selfish objections to this use of 

Michigan water cannot stand before the facts. It 

is true, perhaps, that one foot of water flow in. the 

St. Lawrence may bé worth in industrial return 

eventually three or four feet in the Illinois.

THE SOURCE or ENGLISH 
INSTITUTIONS. 


Chicago, July 23.—I read your paper 
because I prefer news from a source that 
many of my countrymen beliéve is antag- 
onistic to the cause of Irish freedom 
rather than take same from the columns 
of a pretended friendly publication or 
publications upon which no real depend- 
ence could be placed.

Commodore Clark refitted 
Rainbow arid put it in shape, but had 
no time, before the big race, to change 
its masts and sails, so it raced to Macki- 
mac under the working sails which 
were used when fishing. 

Clark will change its rigging and in- 
crease the sail area. The new Rainbow 
is considered the fastest and safest 
beat on the lakes in heavy weather, 
but néeds more for racing.

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BETTER 
WAY DESPITE 
LABOR SITUATION 


Fhe New York Times. 


New York, July 30.—{Special.]— 
Notwithstanding the more or less con- 
fused situation caused by the labor 
trouble in the coal and railway indus- 
tries, the fact which appears to stand 
forth unmistakably is that the business 
revival which got under way last spring 


and apart from the two unsettled 
strikes, all of the weather signs of 
inereasing financial and industrial ac- 
tivity have continued to point in the 
game direction. 

The latest monthly figures of the coun- 
try’s iron production were the largest of 
any month since 1920, and exceeded even 
last March by 20 per cent. The latest 
monthly report on steel production show- 
ed an increase of 160 per cent over the 
same month in 1921. Orders on the 
Steel Corporation's books at the begin- 
ning of July overtopped those reported 
at the beginning of the year sack 1,367,000 
tons, or 32 per cent. 

Car Loadings Near Record. 

Weekly exchanges of checks drawn on 
the banks of thé United States have 
this month been running 20 per cent or 
more above last year. In the face of 
the railway mechanics’ strike, weekly 
loadings of freight on the railways 
reached in the middle of July nearly the 
highest level of. the year; indeed, if 
coal is elimin from the comparison, 
the number of cars loaded was the 
largest of ‘any week on record except 
for a short time in the autumn of 1920, 
when it was claimed that the highest 
mark in railway _ history had been 
reached. 

All this may be true, and yet the situ- 
ation be completely reversed, so far as 
concerns the revival of production and 
trade, by indefinite prolongation of the 
coal and railway strikes. It is possible 
to imagine, as a result of such prolon- 
gation, industrial conditions under which 
the largest mills would shortly have to 
stop for lack of fuel; in which unem- 
ployment would be forced on a scale not 
witnessed in the worst part of 1921; in 
which the problem with many essential 
supplies would be, not so much their 
cost as the possibility of obtaining them 
at all. This would certainly be sub- 
stituing hard times for business revival. 


All Aware of Results. 


But the best assurance against such 
a chapter of events is the fact that every 
one, including the labor unions, is per+ 
fectly well aware of the probability of 
these results if the strikes are to be con- 
tinued indefinitely. On the other hand, 
supposing an early settlement of both in- 
dustrial disputes, a curiously interesting 
situation would result. If business ac- 
tivities are being now held back by the 
uncertaifties of the labor situation, if 
orfers have been turned down because 
of doubt regarding fuel and transporta- 
tion facilities to fill them, then the pres- 
sure on such facilities when the restrain- 
ing influence was removed would be ex- 
ceptionally great. Whichever way the 
wind blows, we are entering an autumn 
season that is bound to be full of in- 
terest. 

Fall in Mark Expected. 

Friday’s fall in the German mark to 
less than one-sixth of a cent was neither 
surprising nor unexpected, Discussion 
of a “moratorium on réparations” can- 
not advance or even sustain the value of 
the paper currency which is being turned 
out from the printing press with infatu- 
ated relentlessness of the German gov- 
ernment. | 


A moratorium may be granted, an in- | 


ternational loan arranged, the sum total 
of reparations payments brought down ; 
but her government's willingness.and ca- 
pacity to tie up its policier to sound 
financial principles will still remain to 
be tested. It is easier to go forward 
than back on the path of paper money 
inflation.
